CONDITIONS OF SALE 



1. The highest Bidder to be the Buyer, and if any dispute 
arise between two or more Bidders, the Lot so in dispute shall be 
immediately put up again and re-sold. 

2. The Auctioneer reserves the right to reject any bid which 
is merely a nominal or fractional advance, and therefore, in his 
judgment, likely to affect the Sale injuriously. 

3. The Purchasers to give their names and addresses, and to 
pay down a cash deposit, or the whole of the Purchase-money , if 
required, in default of which the Lot or Lots so purchased to be 
immediately put up again and re-sold. 

4. The Lots to be taken away at the Buyer's Expense and Bisk 
within twenty-four hours from the conclusion of the Sale, unless 
otherwise specified by the Auctioneer or Managers previous to or 
at the time of Sale, and the remainder of the Purchase-money 
to be absolutely paid, or otherwise settled for to the satisfaction 
of the Auctioneer, on or before delivery; in default of which the 
undersigned will not hold themselves responsible if the Lots be 
lost, stolen, damaged, or destroyed, but they will be left at the 
sole risk of the purchaser. 

5. While the undersigned will not hold themselves responsible 
for the correctness of the description, genuineness, or authen- 
ticity of, or any fault or defect in, any Lot, and make no War- 
ranty whatever, they will, upon receiving previous to date of 
Sale trustworthy expert opinion in writing that any Painting 
or other Work of Art is not what it is represented to be, use 
every effort on their part to furnish proof to the contrary; fail- 
ing in which, the object or objects in question will be sold sub- 
ject to the declaration of the aforesaid expert, he being liable 
to the Owner or Owners thereof for damage or injury occasioned 
thereby. 

6. To prevent inaccuracy in delivery, and inconvenience in the 
settlement of the Purchases, no Lot can, on any account, be re- 
moved during the Sale. 

7. Upon failure to comply with the above conditions, the money 
deposited in part payment shall be forfeited; all Lots uncleared 
within one day from conclusion of Sale (unless otherwise specified 
as above) shall be re-sold by public or private sale, without further 
notice, and the deficiency (if any) attending such re-sale shall be 
made good by the defaulter at this Sale, together with all charges 
attending the same.

AN HISTORIC RESIDENCE 



"When the John V. L. Pruyn residence, No. 13 Elk Street, 
changed hands on the 13th day of June, 1910, the last 
page of a most interesting political and social chapter of 
Albany life was turned. 

"Chancellor John Van Schaick Lansing Pruyn was a 
man of distinction as well as education and refinement. In 
addition to his long incumbency of the chancellor's chair 
in the Board of Regents he held the elective office of State 
Senator from this district and represented Albany and vicin- 
ity in the House of Representatives at Washington. His 
public and private life brought him in contact with almost 
every prominent personage in this country from 1850 to 
1877. Broad as was his acquaintance with men of letters,- 
science and politics in America, it was quite as extensive in 
England and Europe generally. 

"A man of considerable wealth and generous impulses, he 
enjoyed the entertainment of his friends. His door swung 
wide to American and foreigner alike and his sense of obliga- 
tion was so keen that courtesies received in foreign lands he 
returned by the most generous hospitality. Few were the 
men of distinction that came to the United States that did 
not bear a letter of introduction to Chancellor Pruyn. 
It was their coming, going and visits that added more 
than local flavor and interest to the Pruyn house on 
Elk street; a massive residence running through from 
street to street with a spacious garden adjoining it, 
transformed into a bower of green and flowering shrubs with 



antique fountain bubbling in its midst. Its interior was a 
charm to the eye, filled as it was with objets d'art, antiques, 
curios, manuscripts and ancient pieces of massive Dutch, 
French and English furniture collected in Mr. Pruyn's 
travels throughout the world. 

"None could enter that house without being struck with 
the evidence, that everywhere met the eye, of the rare taste 
and culture of its owner. Although often very costly, it 
was not the vulgar embellishment that mere wealth could 
buy, but rare objects of art and historic interest gathered 
with trained and discriminating taste from all parts of the 
world, and often awakening most interesting reminiscences 
and lifting thought and conversation out of the levels of 
ordinary life into a higher and serener region. These tastes 
had been long cherished ones with Mr. Pruyn, and gave him 
great enjoyment, especially his critical taste in rare silver 
and porcelain, his collections in which were unrivaled in this 
city."

Some sixty pieces of the set (seized by the 
Federal forces at Arlington, the home of General

A late Seventeenth Century Brussels i^apestry, the 
subject being "Alexander the Great receiving the fam- 
ily of Darius after the Battle of Issus." Alexander, 
with his foster-brother and familiar friend, Clitus, 
stands at the entrance of the Tent or Pavilion facing 
the spectator. Sysigambis, the mother of Darius, lies 
prostrate and pleading as she embraces the feet of 
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Alexander. To the right are the wife and children of 
the defeated Persian King, weeping and dejected. The 
background, on the left, is occupied with a view of the 
Grecian camp and tents, with smoke, probably from 
a sacrifice, ascending in the air. These "Alexander 
the Great" episodes were favorite subjects with the 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth and Eighteenth Century Tap- 
estry-weavers, and they are constantly appearing in 
early inventories, etc. This particular tapestry is in- 
teresting from the fact that an almost precisely simi- 
lar treatment of the same episode, varying only in its 
details and the treatment of the border, forms the sub- 
ject of one of the series of tapestries by Jos. 
de Vos, now preserved at Hampton Court Palace. 
De Vos was almost the last of the great tapestry- 
weavers of Brussels. The very decorative border of 
Mrs. Pruyn's tapestry, however, would suggest a date 
somewhat earlier than that of De Vos. Flemish. Sev- 
enteenth Century.
